Library Needs 
and Pensions 
Up to Voters 


Amendments 
Nos. 33 and 34 
Discussed by 
Professor Leflar

Amendment No. 33 


(A Constitutional Amendment, init- 


iated by petition of the people, to per- 
^ mil certain cities to impose a public 
• library tax by popular vote.) 


Amendment No. 33 would allow the 


people of any city of 5000 population 
or above (nnd.no othersX.to-impose up- 
on themselves a general property tax 
of one mill on the dollar, or less, for 


^,tho support of public city libraries. 


The Amendment itself does not im- 


pose any such tax, but will merely 
permit cities having 
the 
requisite 


population to impose the tax upon 
themselves voluntarily, by majority 
vote. Such vote would linvc to be 


••held at a city general election, after 


petition filed by at least 100 citizen 
signers. 


No elections couitl 
thereafter be 


held, to raise, reduce, or abolish the 
tax, 
on the same terms, though the 


^ivatc of tax could in no event go above 


one mill on the dollar of assessed val- 
luition in the city in question. The 
tax could not be levied outside the 
city voting for it. 


Few persons would quarrel with 


the object of establishing and main- 


Staining public libraries. 
Along with 


the schools and churches, they stand 
as prime guarantors of the continu- 
ance of America's democratic way of 
life. 


Some 
progress lias recently been 


-made in Arkansas toward establish- 


ment of public libraries throughout 
the state by county library system. 
Tins docs for rural and smaller com- 
munities what the, proposed amend- 
ment would do for the larger cities. 
Incidentally, Amendment 33 expressly 


jjvprovidcs that there may be co-ordina- 


tion of the services of city and county 
public libraries. 


Amendment No. 34 


(A Constitutional Amendment, init- 


iated by petition, to permit first and 


•.Accond class cities to levy a two-mill 


tax for police and firemen's pensions.) 


In some respects Amendment 34 is 


similar to No. 33, just discussed, in 
that it does not itself levy any tax, 
but merely permits the cities to levy 
a tax by later majority vote, if they 


"'choose voluntarily .to do so. 
The 


group of cities allowed to vote the taxi 
however, is somewhat larger, since' 
No. 34 would allow first and second 
class cities to establish police1 and 
firemen's 
pension 
systems, If they 


^wished. 


To establish the system, the voters of 


the city would have to agree to it by 
majority vote at a general or special 
city election, after which the tax levy, 
of two mills on all assessed property 
in the city, would be made in the reg- 


9 liar way. Of the two mills, only one 


mill could be used for police pen- 
sions, and one mill for firemen. 


The resulting fund could be used 


for a regular system of retirement pay, 
as well as for pensions as such, and 
could also be u.sed for the benefit of 


"'widows and minor children of de- 


ceased police and firemen. 


The reason for seeking to establish 


a police and firemen's pension system 
is that a higher quality of personnel 
and service to the public can be sc- 


/jj",ured by supplementing the admit- 


tedly low salaries paid to police and 
firemen in this fashion. 
This would 


make such positions much more at- 


"For example," says the Texas 


Weekly, "not more than 8,000 men 
will be called from Texas, while 
probably more than 50,000 will be 
called 
from 
Michigan, 
though 


Texas has 1,173,000 more populat- 
ion than Texas. This is because 
young men of Texas have been en- 
listing voluntarily and those of 
Michigan have not . . . 


"Michigan, with 
1,200,000 
less 


population than Louisiana, Ark- 
ansas and Mississippi, must provide 
about 11,500 more men than those 
slates. Taking the South as a 
whole, enlistments have 
been 


much greater than in other sec- 
tions, especially the Northeastern 
States and the Pacific Coast."

Virgnius Dahncy of the Richmond

tal European sources rather than 
from traditional Anglo-American 
liberalism, has made much less 
headway 
in the 
South, 
even 


among teachers and intellectual' 
leaders, generally, than in other 
sections . . . 


"But things have been happen- 


ing to this transplanted 'liberal- 
ism' lately which indicate that a 
period of reaction is ahead., c\vn 
in the richer and more populous 
centers." -

I suspect that that final paragraph 


in the Texas Weekly apprehends the 
whole issue. 


'Liberalism" usually thrives only 


where great wealth and great pover- 
ty are next-door 
neighbors. In a 


wealthy secton where Americans real- 
ly feel their country is so strong 
and rich as to be invincible, men in- 
dulge themselves in dangerous spe- 
culation, debate and delay. But in a 
section where there is less wealth, 
less relative poverty, and the condi- 
tion of most men therefore more 
nearly equal, all are closer to the 
realties of life. 


And still another explanation can 


be made, based on the same econ- 
omic facts: 
v 


The industrial states have 
vast 


armies of highly-paid skilled labor. 
In such localites there is less in- 
ducement for young men to quit civil- 
in life and join the military—volun- 
tarily. 


For this reason the conscription bill 


was a just enactment. If the emer- 
gency warrants calling out civilians 
for military training then the call 
:nust be applied fairly to all sect- 
ions of the nation.

BERLIN—(^—Germany is in dead 


earnest about the guarantee she ex- 
tended to Rumania at the conclusion 
of the Vienna agreement August 30 and 
hence she has sent armed contingents 
"precautionarily" into the diminished 
Balkan kingdom, authorized sources 
said Monday. 


"We haven't forgotten British de- 


signs on Baku and other oil points," 
the sources commented, and thereby 
hinting that military protection of the 
oil fields is perhaps the prime motive 
of sending troops into Rumania. 


Size of the German contingents was 


not disclosed.

cusses Value of 
Thought Control 


In today's issue of the Hope Star 


starts a new scries of articles 
under the heading "Your Nerves." 
The author is Mr. Winfred Rhodes 
of the Thought Control Clinic of 
Boston Dispensary. Work of the 
clinic and dispensary is described 
in Hie following article. 


The Boston Dispensary was start- 


ed in 1796 for the purpose of dis- 
pensing medicines to people who were 
sick but were not able to pay for 
treatment. It was the second 
free 


dispensary in this country, and is 
supposed to have been the third in 
the world. Its office was the corner 
of a drug store. 


Today the Boston Dispensary is the 


central unit of the New England Med- 
ical Center, and has on its staff more 
than two hundred physicians and al- 
most as many worker in the fields 
of social service, nursing, dietetics, 
laboratory work, and other activities. 
Its clinics cover about every kind 
of medical need. 


In connection with the Joseph H. 


Pratt Diagnostic Hospital, the Float- 
ing Hospital for children (which now 
floats in bricks next door to the Dis- 
pensary), and the Tufts Medical School 
it forms a center to which physicians

If you should go to the dispensary 


unit of the New England Medical 
Center in Boston, Mass., some morn- 
ing about 9 o'clock you would sc-e 
one line. of people seeking prelimin- 
ary information from a young woman 
at the desk by the main entrance, new 
patients going one by one to have 
their needs inquired into by the ad- 
mitting officers, others sitting 
on 


benches and waiting to be called, 
and still others* many of them in a 
long queue, making their way to the 
cashier's cage to pay their 50-cont 
fee and get their treatment ticket. 


If even a 50-cent fee is more than 


they can pay they will be received 
or less; and if they can't afford any- 
.hing at all they will receive treat- 
ment without charge. 


In that long queue you would find 


symtoms of many kinds seeking re- 
ief 
at 
the 
many 
clinics 
which 


the dispensary maintains. You would 
also find symptoms which can never 


cured by drugs, and can be cured 


as the person who suffers from them 
learns to change his habits of think- 
ing and of emotional reaction. 


The pains are just as real, the suf- 


ferings are just as great, but the 
real root of the symptoms lies not 
in the body, but in the mind, These 
symptoms must be treated by psy- 
chotherapy, treatment of disease by 
psychological laws and - principles. 
Drugs can never do the trick. 


Here is an illustration. Before the 


first gathering for group psychother- 
apy, on "April 11, 1930, Mrs. D. had 
had a remarkable expeience. 


For three months she had been 


ill, and for six weeks of that time 
had not felt able to do her bit of 
housework and had been spending 
most of har time in bed. The house 
was not cleaned. No supper was await 
ing her husband when he came home 
at night. 


Although she felt scarcely able to 


walk or even to stand, Mrs. D. made 
herself travel from her part of the 
city to the dispensary one morning. 
She was carefully examined, and no 
signs of organic disorder could be 
discovered.

various states are going to be put on the. spot by the selective service act ant 
the regulations the President has signed In connection with it. 


In many ways the whole purpose 


of the regulations has been to de-

centralize the draft machinery as 
much as possible and restore auto- 
nomy to the states. Thus the regulat- 
ions require that the President shall 
name the 
_ state headquarters of the 


selective service machinery an.d the 
local boards in the various counties 
upon the recommendation of the gov- 
ernor of each state. 


The chief executive of each state is 


put right square in the lime-light. 
He is supposed to pick, in each coun- 
ty, men representative of the var- 
ious interests of the community who 
know something pbout the folks of 
their community. This is important. 


Must Watch Key Factories 


For 
instance, the whole life of 


a small town might revolve around 
one big. factory situated there. If 
the local draft' board allowed 
that 


factory to be denuded of too many 
of its key men by the draft, the plant 
might have to shut down or slow 
up production with bad results for 
the town. A board which knows all 
the conditions will take precautions 
against this. This conforms with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's announced 
desire 


that the draft shall upset the life 
of the community and the nation 
as little as possible,

and patients in all of northern New 
England can look for diagnostic and 
treatment help. 


In addition it offers "refresher" and 


"catch-up." short courses to physicians 
whose regular practice keeps them 
remote from the large centers and 
the latest medical developments, and 
sends out members of its staff to 
distant places for consultation work 
and for lecturing to local groups of 
doctors. 


It also carries on an extensive home 


visitation work in the crowded dis- 
tricts by which it is surrounded, and 
even in remoter sections of the city 
where there are poor people who are 
unable to pay for a doctor, and 56,- 
402 such visits were made without 
charge to 28,487 patients in the year 
1938. 


The institution of Group Psychot- 


herapy was the- idea of Dr. Joseph 
H. Pratt, one of the most distinguish- 
ed graduates of the Johns Hopkins 
Medical Schools, when, after many 
years of work as a consulting specia- 
list in Boston, he became chief of 
the Medical Clinic at the Dispens- 
ary. 
/ 


In addition to his private work with 


his tasks as chief of the Medical 
Clinic, his duties in connection with 
the Tufts Medical School, and now 
his responsibilities as head of the 
Diagnostic Hospital, Dr. Pratt finds 
time to-'bring together patients who 
are suffering from a psychoneurbsis 
and to give them every week the 
benefit of his, wide and deep know- 
ledge and the infective Inspiration of 
his forceful personality. 


It was on'April 11, 1930, that three 


patients met with Dr. Pratt for the 
first session <ot what came to be 
called, as the result of a remark 
made by one of them, the Class in 
Thought Control. There are now three 
of these classes meeting weekly, one 
in the morning, one in the afternoon, 
and one in the evening, each under 
a different leader. At the morning 
class, there will be gathered together 
between 30 and 40 clinc patients in 
addition to private patients, visiting 
physicians, social workers, and other 
guests. 


"When tonics, sedatives, physiother- 


apy, 
placebos, and even operations 


fail to alleviate the patient's sym- 
ptoms," says Dr. Herbert I. Harris in 
a report upon the class method) "he 
needs a long and thorough psychanam- 
nesis and emotional 
re-education." 


That is what the class aims to do. 


Perhaps at this point. a bit of de- 


finition will help the general read- 
er. Physiotherapy 
is treatment of 


symptoms by natural forces such as 
heat, electricity, water, and fresh air. 
Psychotherapy is treatment" by use of 
psychological laws and principles. A 
placebo is a medicine which is pres- 
cribed merely for its psychological ef- 
fect, and which of itself has no 
curative value. A sychanamnesis is 
a therapetuic examination of the pa- 
tient's emotional life, past and pre- 
sent, so that both he and the physi- 
cian who treats him may have a 
thorough understanding of the con- 
ditions that led to the development 
of his symptoms. Emotional re-educat- 
ion is the corrective that is ap- 
plied to the patient's faulty and harm- 
ful 'mental and emotional habits. A

The announced purpose of those who 


drafted Amendment 35 was to take the 
Fish and Game Commission, and the 
numerous activities under its control, 
out of politics. 


This was to be done by setting up a 


seven-man 
Commission,

member from each Congressional Dis- 
trict. One member's tei-m would ex- 
pire each year, and the remaining 
members would select his successor. 
Members would be removed only by 
the Circuit Judges of the districts in 
which they resided, for cause. 


An unfortunate feature about the 


proposal is that it provides for all sev- 
en of the original members of the new 
Commission to be appointed by the 
Governor prior to December 10, 1940, so 
that all members would be selected 
by an outgoing state administration 
rather than by the incoming one. 
This was perhaps unintended by the 
framers of the measure, since it was 
not known at the time the amendment 
was drafted who would bo the next 
Governor of Arkansas.
